Vancouver, Nov. 20 .—Five days and 
nights without sleep, three days with¬ 
out water to drink, wet to the skin 
during the whole of that period on a 
helpless. waterlogged. dismasted 
schooper, and then, when hope had 
been abandoned and the men crowded 
into the remaining small boat with 
huge seas carrying them Into the rug¬ 
ged shores of Vancouver Island, the 
welcome smoke of the Canadian Usher- 
lee cutter William Jolltffe hove In 
sight and nine sailors weh; snatched 
from the |a r« of death. > 

This has been the exuerience of the 
crew of *he American schooner E. K. 
Wood, wrecked off Vancouver Island, 
and who arrived here this morning on 
board the steamer Chelohain from 
Hlntula, to which point the William 
Joillffe conveyed them. 

Standing in clothing, mostly consist¬ 
ing of shirts and trousers, weather 
beaten and showing unmistakeable 
signs of the hardships through which 
they went, ths crew of the lost 
schooner were taken to-day to the 
office of the American consul-general. 
Mr. David Wilbur, and will be shipped 
to'Heat tie on the steamer Morning 
I Star.

The schooner sailed from Tacoma on 
I Wednesday, November S, bound for 
I Han Francisco, and she cleared from 
Port Townsend on Friduy. November

As the schooner cleared Cape Flat¬ 
tery she ran into the dirty weather 
which has prevailed off and on for 
weeks, and carrying as she did a huge 
deckload of lumber, she made had | 
weather of It. Towards Sunday the 
weather grew worse and on Tuesday 
It was discovered that the vessel was 
straining badly. The well was sounded 
and it was found that the E. K. Wood 
was rapidly taking water. All hands 
wore put on to the pomps and from 
that time until they abandoned the ship 
the men had no aleep. 

Lower and lower ln the water sank 
the schooner, and then the pumps 
choked. When • this was discovered 
Qaptaln Hcllqui.il and his men could 
see that there was big trouble ahead. 

Groaning and creaking as she roeo 
sluggishly to the huff# • seas, ths 
schooner soon showed signs of break¬ 
ing up. Lower and lower aha- w e al , 
and soon she was just awash. By this 
time a terrific gale had sprung up, and 
while at first It was from ths north¬ 
west. and the crew made an effort to 
work hack lato the. straits, yet the 
schooner was not under control and en¬ 
tirely unntonagable. 

Then, chopping suddenly to ths 
northeast, the gals blew the schooner 
sway from shore, while the set of ths 
tide drifted her up toward the danger¬ 
ous and rock-ribbed coast of Van¬ 
couver Island. ^ 

Early on Bunday, November 17. the 
schooner lurched and groaned, and It 
waa seen that her back was broken. 
Then came a call for all hands to cut 
away the deckload, for with this on 
deck It was feared she would capslse. 
The wind then was blowing a hurri-

FAVORS INDEPENDENCE 
OF THE PHILIPPINES 


Speaker Champ Clark Places 
Himself on Record on Im¬ 
portant Question 


Regina. Mask., Nov. 20.—The floor of 
the House throughout roost of yester¬ 
day afternoon's sitting of the legisla¬ 
ture waa held by Hon. George Langley 
and J. E. Bradshaw of Prince Albert, 
both of whom made characteristic ad¬ 
dresses in reply to the speech from the 
throne. 

Mr. Bradshaw, after congratulating 
the new speaker on the honor oqflferrad 
upon him and Premier Scott upon his 
return to the House In restored health. 

In a good-humored manner proceeded 
to criticise the government In regard 
to Us shortcomings. He objected to 
the manner In which their good roads v 
policy was belngtcarricd out. and to the 
fact that the cheap money problem 
was to be the subject of an Invest I ga¬ 
llon previous to legislation. 

The speaker's strongest reference# 
were towards the voters* lists, which 
he largely blamed for the Conservatlva 
defeat In the last elections. The list, 
he said, on which Mr. Langley had been 
returned were the worst ever prepared 
In the Empire. In regard to the lands 
question he asked the Scott govern¬ 
ment to come down, from the act and 
make a clear-cut representation of 
Saskatchewan's claims to Mr. Borden. 

Hon. George Langley (Hedberry) In 
reply. denl»*d that there wai anything 
wrong with the ttsts *tn his constitu¬ 
ency He himself had nothing to do 
with their preparation and h«* was pre¬ 
pared to state that no fine dad vStWf 
for him who had not the right to. 

On the contrary. Mr, I*nngley charg* 
ed. strong efforts had been made by 
hi- ■ >|, | if at • n t "t to ,1 feef » Ini th im¬ 
portation of a number of woifeera from 
Manitoba, who. he wald, hud buslod 
thumselve* In debauching the electorate 
with whisky.

FRENCH CONVICTS 
RISHN REVOLT 

WARDEN OF PRISON 

AND HIS WIFE SLAIN 


Soldiers Subdue Mutineers, 
Whose Ringleaders Shoot 
Themselves 


Rlchefort. Franoe. Nov. JO—Five per¬ 
sons were killed and three wounded In 
a revolt which took place In the pkson 
here yesterday. Prisoners overpowered 
their guards and shot to death tha 
warden and his wife. An officer and 
sailor who went to the assistance of 
the officers were dangerously wounded. 

The revolt occurred at ths noon hour, 
when several prisoners suddenly Jump¬ 
ed on the officer, wrenched his revolver 
from him and shot him through tha 
head. 

Troops were hurriedly summoned, 
who after surrounding the building 
drove the mutinous prisoners to tht). 
top floor of the prison and killed one 
of them. Two ringleaders barricaded 
themselves In a cell, which they de¬ 
fended desperately with a hatchet. 
They Anally committed suicide with 
the warden's revolver. 

Several of the prisoners succeeded In 
making their escape during the sffrajr.

Nov. 19.— A scheme has 
bven put forward by the agent-gen¬ 
eral for Victoria. Australis. Sir John 
Taverner, for the education of boys 
snd girls to fit them for emigration 
to th» oversea* lb .min ions. 

The scheme contemplates the rent¬ 
ing of a farm by the Imperial gov¬ 
ernment within fifty miles of lamdon. 
st which one thousand boys and girls 
could l»e taught the entire work of 
farm life. The cost would he st first 
charged on the pour rate, ami the boys 
and girla would be rrm-ured from those 
who are now under the local govern¬ 
ment txiard administrations from the 
sees of 3 to 14. With two years of 
practical training, they would be fit 
either to stay in England or to emi¬ 
grate.

Taklnf the strikes as a whole, over 
35 per cent, ended with the complete 
defeat of the strikers, and only about 
14 per cent, with their complete vic¬ 
tory. while the remainder were suc¬ 
cessful or unsuccessful In varying de¬ 
grees. in these strikes the employees 
lost 2,458.000 days* work, besides 41,- 
700 days* work lost by trades dependent 
on the strikers. making a total In 
wages of £400.000.

feet long were blown clear as soon as 
the lashings were cut. Lightened of 
her deckload, the K. K. Wood rose a 
little, but she was a beaten craft In 
this fight against the elements, and 
non sank down to ths water's edge. 
The sails had long since »>e*n blown 
away, and then the mizzenmast crash¬ 
ed down. This was fnltowed by the 
spanker boom, which fell across one 
of the boats and smashed H up. leav¬ 
ing the crew with only one small boat. 

The gale shifted to the southwest, 
and blew the wreck straight for the 
cliffs of Vancouver Island. The main¬ 
mast showed signs of going, and Mate 
West kept a watch on the weather 
shroud*. When the last shroud parted 


he yelled a wai^tg. and the men 
dived for tome shelter as the spar fell 
across the battered hulk with Its 
tangled snarl of rigging. 

It waa a solemn time for the crew 
of the K. K. Wood To leeward they 
could see the spouting breakers crash¬ 
ing on one of the most Inhospitable 
coasts In the world They had not 
slept for five days and nights, nor had 
they been dry. Heat swept over them, 
and, crouching under the Ife of the 
mlzxen. the nine men were silent for 
two or three hours.

MINE TRAMWAY WRECKED. 

Accident Due te Parting of Cable 
During Heavy Gale. 

Seward. Alaska, Nov. 20.—While a 
fifty-mile gale was blowing at the 
plant of the Kenai. Alaska, Gold Com¬ 
pany. on Falls Cmk, at Mile 25 on the 
Alaska Northern Railway, the cable 
parted on the big new aerial tramway 
and In two minutes the 115,000 trsm- 
way was a mass of tangled wreckage. 

It Is not known Just how the 
damage started, but the most plaus¬ 
ible cause advanced la that the high 
(wind got the loaded buckets to swing¬ 
ing and one of the ore cars came loose 
and started to race on the traction 
cable until It caught up with the 
bucket ahead and collided.

The tractlen 
cable Jumped, the strain parted the 
wire rope, and then the loaded buckets 
pulled the line through the upper ter- 
in Ink I at racing speed and piled up the 
mass on the hUI Just above the mill. 
The broken cable ran down the hill 
and colled and klnk«*d until a careful 
nomination shows that thTe Is at 
least 2.000 feet of It that will be ab¬ 
solutely worthless and will Uavg to/be 
replaced with new cable.

would be able Co ship more readily to 
the Coast, a* well a* le benefltted by 
the opening up of central British Co¬ 
lumbia.

A new bridge 
has been built over the Oolden Horn, 
But the city remains millions of roll** 
below the standard of any provincial 
town In Europe, and, under it* present 
rulers, no considerable progress aeed 
ever be expected from It 

The rate of Art. 

In the fifteenth century a band of 
wild Asiatic nomads came Into posses¬ 
sion of the most marvellous capital In 
Europe, a treasure-house of marble 
palaces, stately churches and artistic 
wonders. They are encamped her* stAIL 
The Greeks. In this Instance, have i.*t 
taken captive their fierce conquerors, 
for the Turk of to-day Is as little In¬ 
fluenced by Europe as he was five 
hundred years ago. The marble pal¬ 
aces have slowly fallen to piece*. Price¬ 
less statues have been burned tor llse*. 
Piled up In a rubbish-, spina pasha's 
garden on the Bosphorus, I have asea 
a collection of ancient statues which, 
though mutilated. would be worthy to 
figure In the British Museu <. Of the 
great churchc only one remains. Mm 
wonderful cathedral of Santa Sofia; 
but even If the Turks are now driven 
out of Europe, their conquerors may be 
tee late to save this precious bn* 
which received such Injuries In the last 
great earthquakf that If not repaired 
soon. It will bo for over beyond repair. 

Tha Chaos of the Street 

All this does not however, affect the 
question of the Turk's desirability as-a 
dtisea of Europe. What does serious¬ 
ly matter Is this Inability of the Os- 
maall to rule and to keep order. I shall 
not go into the question of Macedonia. 
I shall go no further than the Grande 
Rue de Per*. This street Is the most 
European In the Ottoman dominions; 
ne vert holes*. It Is a striking example 
of the. fundamental defect In Turkish 
rule, namely the principle of not ruling 
at all. but Just Istttng things drift. 
Imagine n street with iw traffic of 
the Strand, but only half as wlda Tha 
sidewalks are broad enough for on* 
person, but Lot broad jnough for two. 
or. at any rat', for two persons accus¬ 
tomed to the Illimitable space of Jie 
desert like moat of the natives one 
meets hors. 

In the variegated crowd of u nasal ml- 
la ted nationalities which congest It at 
all times, half a dosen different lan¬ 
guages are represented, and *w In any 
one group take the trouble to lean! the 
language of any other group. Since

The sidewalks, bad aa they are, are 
rendered worse by the presence of 
numerous camals or porters carrying 
on their backs sofas, tables, long bars 
of Iron, and beams of wood, which are 
liable to scrape out the eye of the un¬ 
wary.
